just some sensational “top-liner.” 


As Belmont Park unlimbers its 
patteries, the same thing is occur- 
ring in the principal mid-western 
terrain—which term comprehends 
the four ‘“‘major’”’ tracks surround- 
ing the city of Chicago. For, aside 
from them, there is nothing of any 
real significance throughout the en- 


tire season west of the Allegheny 
Mountains and north of the -Ohio 
River. 

The attempt to establish racing 


upon a first-class basis in Detroit 
has failed. A few years’ back she 
was bidding for the best horses in a 
spectacular way. The goose whang- 
ed high. So high that the state ad- 
ministration, not content with the 
tax-flood that was being poured into 
the treasury, arbitrarily demanded 
of the Detroit management that it 
extend its meetings; which, of 
course, was done. 

But the vision of screwing an un- 
limited amount of tribute out of the 
sport faded away as the public fail- 
ed to react. Today the Detroit meet- 
ings have relapsed into comparative 
insignificance. No history is made 
there. Nothing occurs except a re- 
gulation grind of commonplace af- 
fairs. 

Insofar as Ohio is concerned, with 
all its wealth and prosperity the 
Buckeye State offers nothing worthy 
of a second thought. 

Cincinnati, once one of the cit- 
adels of the sport, where $50,000 
“grand specials’’ were staged and 
the Latonia Derby and Oaks, _ the 
Latonia Cup, and similar events 
were annually the order of the day, 
is just a memory of the past. The 
Latonia track did not even give a 
meeting last season: Those given at 
River Downs are shoddy efforts. 

Cleveland offers nothing better 
than Thistle Down, a happy hunting 
ground for the ‘“‘halter-men’’. Of the 
other meetings held in the state, 
mostly over small tracks formerly 
devoted to harness racing, nothing 
may be pretended except that they 
are tax-payers necessarily and divid- 
end-producers in theory if not al- 
ways in fact. 

Getting beck to Chicago, her 
“major” season will open on May 
19 at Lincoln Fields, where there 
will be a session of four weeks, clos- 
ing on June 21. 

Arlington Park will then follow 
on, through the last week of June 
and all of July. Washington Park 
will occupy the month of August and 
first week of September. The last of 
the quartet, Hawthorne, will take up 
when Washington Park closes her 
gates and absorb the last’ three 
weeks of September and on through 
until October 11. 

Of these four meetings the im- 
portance is not equal. 

Lincoln Fields no longer lives up 
to her standard of former. days, 
when the best horses in America 
competed there. A curious spirit of 
laissezfaire has prevailed there for 
with mediocrity the 
order of the day, so far as the pro- 
srams are concerned, So far as the 
Plant itself is, there is no more 
charming spot in America to go rac- 
ing than Lincoln Fields.
